Regarding claim 13 the prior art of record does not teach or suggest alone or in 
combination, the combination of elements including the plurality of connectors 
along one side of the PCB and at least one control module with a silicone 
supporting board soldered to the PCB. The previous two office actions gave the 
reasons for allowance of the other independent claims. The prior art of Maue et al 
discusses some claim elements except for bonding wires and a multi layered PCB 
(41 in fig. 2 is not a PCB). The prior art of Chiriku et al discusses some claim 
elements except for bonding wires and multi layered PCB (fig. 5 41 is insulating 
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plates). The prior art of Onizuka et al discusses some claim elements but no multi 
layered PCB or silicone support board or a plurality of connectors on one side of 
PCB.
